40 poor cows took 40 times as much 
feed and care as the one. average best 
COW. 
: Cows differ widely In their produc- 
tive ability and the only accurate 
measure of a cow's production, is ob- 


tained by weighing, and testing hr-r 
milk. 
The most practical method is fonna 


in the Co-operative Cow Testing asso- 
ciation, since it furnishes a cheap ac- 
curate method of testing.

Good duiry cows may be fed the 


very highest rations and make a great 
deal more money by so doing: than to 
feed or ordinary cow In the ordl»*»7_ 
haphazard way. 


Very few farmers can raise all of 


the feed tiiclr cows need. A comnvT- 
clal mixed feed is better than a home 
mixed feed, as the proportions are 
more uniform and the protein and food 
percentages arc generally much high- 
er than in home grown feed. That Is 
the -reason why the more successful 
dairy people prefer a commercial mix-;

Washington.—That Europe has not 


been wrecked and ruined by the war, 
but on the other hand is in a fairly 
sound economic condition, is the be- 
lief of Oscar T. Crosby, a resident in 
Europe from 1917. to 1919 and presi- 
•'dont of tho interallied council on war 
purchases and finance and assistant 
secretary of the United States treas- 
ury during the war period. 
It Is Mr. Crosby's mature convic- 


tion that peace finds the world with:

nlg'ht It goes to bed, and it niqst con- 
tinue to do so until it establishes qom- 
municatlon with the man in the moon 
and Imports green cheese on credit.
